ABOUT DEAF-MUTES. 

How often we read in the daily 
newspapers descriptions of deaf-mute 
entertainments and exhibitions, in 
which the countenances and actions 
of the deaf-mute participants are ex- 
travagantly portrayed. We read of 
" melancholy expressions," " a quick, 
Btartled look about the eyes," ffaUMM 
that are "painfully observant and 
acute," and similar exaggerations, that 
have their foundation only in the; 
active imaginations of newspaper re 
porters. The average hearing person 
reads and believes implicitly all this 
sensational gammon, and, in fact, 
aid be rather disappointed if it were 
stated that the deaf-mutes looked 
and acted "just like other folks." 
On the morning after the late levee 
in thin city, we were riding with 
a hearing friend in one of the 
elevated railroad cars. Two or three 
other mutes were on the same train. 
On the seat that backed the MM on 
which we were sitting, were two 
gentlemen reading an exaggerated ac- 
count of the deaf-mute ball that had 
just taken place, and it was comical to 
hear their comments about it. 
ly as right in front of thern sat a rnild- 
eyed deaf-mnte youth perusing the 
game article with complacent satisfac- 
tion. The fact is, the public expects 
to fi n ,l indication of 

deafness that will be as conclusive if not 
as distinct as that observ 
who are blind, yet, even in the case of 
blind people, it is not always possible 
St their infirmity by merely 
.:ing at thern. There are deaf 
mutes who are sad-eyed, dim sighted, 
wed, and whose eyes are in BO 
way different from their bearing 
neighbors. According to their e 

-,, they look intelligent or other 
wise. Those who have invests 
the matter, known that tbere are ban- 
dreds who are simply deaf. All who 
are called deaf mutes are not dumb 
by any means. They have heard spok- 
in their childhood, and can 
ram* ml. er the various tones with a 
distinctness of recollection that is 
v equalled by the visionary remem- 
noe of the blind, who can see in men 
tal vision the green fields, the waving 
apla and the things which 
they bad seen before their eyesight 
was destroyed.

V feel more acutely than </ 
the disadvantages in social and busi- 
ness life that the loss of hearing 
tails, and it is their aim and effort to 



impressions. Unfortunately for the 
deaf and dumb, one example 
of sullenness exhibited by a deaf- 
mute, is thought by the uninform- 
ed to be a characteristic of all 
deaf-mutes. A peevish and unrt 
able deaf-mute can do his class more 
injury with hearing people than a 
hundred others ean repair. It is by no 
means a rare occurrence for a deaf 
mute to go into a store to make pur 
chases, and ask for a reduction in the 
price of articles on the scare of his af- 
fliction. Others more worthy may 
follow him and meet with ancfa cold 
ness and inattention that it seems as 
if their deafness — and not their fellow 
mute's disgraceful conduct — were the 
cause of the seemingly uncalled 
for disregard. Such neglectful treat- 
ment preys on their minds, it exerts 
a discouraging influence on their silent 
lives, and maken their world of stillness 
only seem more still. 

It should be the aim of all deaf 
mutes to show the public that they 
differ only in the i of one or 

two of the five senses, and that in all 
things else they are the peers of 
those who hear. They should d 
strate that they have educated minds 
and hands, and possess cheerful din 
positions and willingness and ability 
to shoulder their share of responsi 
bility in the world's great field of 
strife.
